ftiglione della Stivere, to obferve the Situation of the 

Encmy's Army ; and he found they were pofted be- 
tween Montechiaro and Carpenedole, having a Ca- 
nal before them, and the Chiefe behind. fo Day 
he will encamp between Caftiglione and Solferino, to 
cover the Mincic, and put the Enemy into Appre- 
henfion for the Lake of Garda, to which he will be 
nearer than they. They have been joyn’d by the 
Regiment of Dragoons of Caftelli, in number 700 
Men, and by 500 Soldiers of thofe that were fent to 
the Hofpitads in the Trentin and the Tirolefe: But 
their Army is not thereby augmented, becaufe they 
have at the fame Time fent to thofe Countries 2000 
Sick Men. We have a certain Account, that by the 
Overflowing of the Oglio, the Mincio, and the Po, 
3000 Houfes have been overwhelm’d, and a- 
bove 8000 Perfons and 12000 large Cattle 
drown’d. The laft Letters from. Piemont import, 
that the Duke de la Feuillade being oblig’d by the 
continual Rains and Floods to forbear Attacking 
'Afti, has given directions for fortifying Annone, and 
has pofted thereabouts the Count d’Eftain with a con- 
fiderable Body, to cover the Montferrat and the A- 
lexandrin. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 12. 

. From the Camp. before Nice, Nov. 28. The Night 
between the 22d and 23@the Encmy threw upon the 
Batteries and on the Town a great Number of Bombs, 
Grenadoes and Stones, tho’ without Execution, no 
Body being hurt by them. The Miners are work- 
ing to make a Paffage crofs the Communication that 
runs from the Town to the Caftle, to penetrate to 
the Ditch of the Town ; where the Trenches are to 
be begun, bur will not be open’d till the Batteries 
are all ready to fire. The Mortars that were near 
the Fort of Montalban, are brought within 250 Fa- 
thom of the Town, whence a Trench is run out to 
within half Mufquer Shot of a Redoubt that covers 
the l-ffer Gate of the Place. The Befieged are making. 
Loopholes for a greater Number of Cannon, and 
Mines on the Lefer of the Baftion we are to attack. 
Their Men continue to defert: The Night berween 
the 26th and 27th 40 Soldiers with a Corporal, who 
were plac’d to guard the Poft of Roffignol on the fide 
towards the Town, came over to us ; and laft Night 
a Sergeant and 10 Soldiers deferted likewife.

Geneva, Dec. 4.. A Report is fpread here, that the 

Siege of Nice is rais’d, and that the Troops employ’d 
in ir are order'd to Catalonia.

The Minifters of 
England and Holland in Switzerland are gone to the 
Diet of the Proteftant Cantons at Arau.
